The Story of a Fish Market. 


Th« fish market of Havana is said to 


tie the finest structure of the kind in the 
world 
It also interest! the traveler by 


iti romantic association with the story 
of Marti, a reformed pirate and smuggler, 
who built it and the "Tacpn theater." 


During the administration of Tacrm, 


from 1831 to 1838, smuggling and piracy 
had grown so bold in and about Cuba, as 
to defy the Spanish navy sent to suppress 
the outlaws. Their leader was a man 
named Marti, and for his person dead or 
alive, the governor-general offered a 
large reward. 


One dark night a man was watching 


the sentinels pacing in front of the gov- 
ernor-general's palace, Havana. 
As 


they turned their backs and separated 
lor a moment, the man sprang unob- 
served through the entrance. He passed 
up the broad stairs, saluted in an imper- 
ious style the guard there stationed, and 
paused into the governor-general's room. 
The governor engaged in writing, looked 
up as the man cooly cast aside his cloak, 
exclaiming 


"Who enteis unannounced '" 
"One who has information of the pi- 


rates." 


"What of them '" .said Tacon, earn- 


estly. 


'One moment —I must not sacrifice 


myself." 


"You have naught to fear. 
Even if 


you be one of them, you will be pardon- 
ed." 


"Will you pardon and reward me if I 


reveal the lurking places of the pirates, 
and put Marti into your bunds7" 


"I pledge you my word and honor," 


said Tacon. 


"Your excellency, I aiu Marti " 
The cool scoundrel then entered into 


an arrangement with the governor for 
the betrayal of all the smugglers and pi- 
rates. Tinder his guidance, the Spanish 
vessels sailed '.to the outlaws' biding 
places, and c<ptured those who were not

He is a 
brother of Mrs. Adam Blen? and Lewis 
Siegmann, both of this city. 


• George Siegmann, a brakeinan in Ihe 
East 8t. Louis freight yards of the Cairo 
Short Line railroad, o.et with a most vio- 
lent death yesterday afternoon. Siegmann 
was engage.1 in putting cars upon the 
various tracks in the yards, the tram 
wbicli he was ln-aking and switching being 
operated by cnuine No. 10; Abernathy, 
engineer. His work progressed yesterday 
without uniifiiiitl happening until about 4 
p m 
fie had side-tracked about half of 


a large train when he met with his sad 
fate. The train pulled up just beyond a 
switch opening, and the switch being 
thrown open, the train was to back up 
and throw in one car. Siegmann had to 
pull the pin to disconnect the car from 
the train. The train began to back and 
just then Siegmann stepped between the 
cars to draw the coupling pin. He came 
out, and it appears that he had not suc- 
ceeded in drawing the pin, for he sleppeil 
belween the cars again. Just then a train 
man close by heard him cry "Oh!'and 
looking to where the sound came from he 
saw poor Siegmann in the act of falling to 
the track. H was too late to render him 
any assistance. When he bad stepped in 
the second time one of his feet became 
fastened between the guard and mam 
rails and the wheels came upon him.— 
The wheels struck his foot, threw him to 
the track, passed along the leg and then 
across his body, horribly mangling anil 
crushing the unfortunate man and itistanl- 
IV killing him. His body was so cut up 
inat it had to be gathered in pieces ami 


P His wife was soon made aware of Ihe 
horrible fate of her husband, and hurried 
lo the scene. The grief exhibited by the 
wife as she gazed 'upon the terribly man- 
cled remains of her husband was satl lo 
behold. Coroner Bader was notified and 
an inquest held, a verdict of accidental 
death being returned. 
Siegman was a 


German, about 80 years of age lived in 
the 1st ward, near the German Catholic 
church, leaves a wife and one child, and 
was well thought of by all who knew him. 
He had been working for the company 
only a couple of weeks, but some seven 
years ago was in their employ.
